They are particularly anxious that the new missionary will be 
able to take charge of the music, especially the vocal music. In 
talking the matter over with Miss Gordon she gave me to understand | 
that she did not feel herself specially qualified for this particu« 
lar‘ and as the friends in Smyrna feel so strongly on this point I 
do not think it would be advisable to negotiate any futher with 
Miss Gordon,unless as Mr.McNaughton suggests, it is impossible to 


find one competent to take charge of this department of the work. 


They will, as he says, in case one competent to meet these special 
requirements cannot be found, gladly welcome Miss Gordon. 
Since hearing from Mr. McNaughton a week or ten days ago, I 


have been thinking much about the matter and was led to write toa © 


Miss Platt who is at present engaged in teaching at Red Bank, in an 


New Jersey. I have heard much of Miss Pisss since coningaa 


Chatham. She was two or three years one of ene Sekahevi in the 


Collegiate Institute here and has left a very enviable record behind 
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her in Chatham. She holds the degree of B. A. from the University 
of Toronto having graduated from there some few years ago with a 
very creditable record. It came to me, I trust as an inspiration, 
a few days ago that it might be possible that Miss Platt wopld 
consider the needs of the work in Riedes. She is a most devoted 
christian and a young lady of excellent attainments. She has 
travelled and studied in Europe and is able to command the best 
positions in educational institutions, where the remuneration for her 
services is more than twice what her missionary allowance in the 
mission field would be. With all this however I felt that she was 
none too good for the work in Smyrna,and however excellent her 
attainments, they could all be used to special advantage in the 
Lord's service there. 

After thinkine the matter over I wrote her a few days ago and 
stated the case, giving her a general outline of the work and told 
her that if you had not secured a missionary for this position T fel’ 
it would be an open door for her to enter. — 

To-day I had a letter from her in repl$ and I think I cannot do 
better than to enclose this to you. Would you kindly drop a line 
to her addressed to Red Bank, New Jersey, and state whether or not 
the appointment has been e? I would be glad also if you would let 
me know. If you would kindly return her letter to me I would be 
obliged to you. Of course in writing to her you could explain that 
I had brought the matter in this way to your notice. 

I am also writing Miss McCallum. I am sure from all I have 
heard of Miss Platt that she will fill in a most creditable way | 
every requirement of the position and will be a valuable acquisition 


to the staff of workers in Smyrna. I am writing to her in reply to

we have had recently an addition te our omyrna band of workers in the person of a 
Bishop Firkin, He belongs to the sect known as Dunkers or Tunkers.iie seems a z00d 
enough kind of man, but one could wish that these good men micht be directed 
to places where their peculiar tenets of doctrine would have a less disturbing effad 
Recently the preacher representing the Disciples succeeded ‘in inducing to join his 
little bandt two weak ignorant members of our Greek congregation and a Turk, who has 
ot bia known the truth, and who'has frequently attended our chapel, and who desired 

aptism at the hands of our Armenian pastor but was refused, for while he was 


ir aateledi convinced of the truth of Christianity he did not give evidence of @ 
change of heart. | | | 

The presence and practise of such men in-the foreign field has a mé@ 
perniciouse ‘fect on thé work in general and on the minds of weak converts in parti@ 
-ular. 


On returning to Manisa we found the evangelical work in a very hopeful condition. 


The Armenian pastor had succeededin winning the confidence ang gainse of quite 
ns 
a number of very promising ‘young men. Persecution has broken out. hem. This will test 


thier sincerity. Only converts that have passed through the fire are, as a general 
rule, worth much. ve are watchine the process now with deep interest and some a oan 

strenuous efforts have been made'to break up our schools and althoug 
some pupils have been induced away, others are coming in their places and we have 
hope that ultimately the number will not be much below that of last year. 


| In respect to the outstations of our field,while the reports from 
the pastors are uniformely hopeful, we cannot speak from personal knowledge as the 
disturbed state of the empire has made an extended tour unsafe. Our brethren in

Constantinople have advised not to go into the interior for the present. We trust in 


the apring to be able to visit the whole field. 


Before passing from this general view of our work, I should like 
to refer briefly to the presence in our midst of Miss Mellinger. 
We have felt for a long time that there should be in smyrna at least one American 
Lady-whose.time would be civen wholly to Bible work. This part of our work has of 
necessity been neglected, especially in the outstations. In the city of Smyrna there 


‘is no lady free to do the necessary visiting there, and there is hardly ever any lad 


free to accompany the misslonaries when they tour.this'‘is a lack that cannot be 
fully appreciated by anyone not.on the ground. Now we feel that the Good Lord felt 
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this lack. in His work and sent Miss Mellinger to us. The doors that will open to 
are legion and the possibilities for expansicn along the lines she-is speci: lly 
‘Interested ‘in are almost infinite. 1 trust that the ladies of Boston wil not thi

But Mrs Fowle has heen on the road most of the time, 
and shortly after the kindergarten in Cesarea opened last fall, 
Miss Surrage took up her abode in the city, in order to better 
superintend tht work and to look after the Rihle women who want 
much counsel. Once 9 week Miss Rurrazge has come out to Talas to 
spend the night, but the rest of the time her face has been in- 
flexiblv turned towards the needs of the Cesarea people. This 
winter's work of patient, loving service carried on quite slone, 
is only the climax of six years of interrupted labor, during 
which Miss Burrage has not been once outside of Cesarea or Talas. 
Ofter the request comes that we tell of our needs. Jf Mrs. Seelve 
is in our school next year we do mt need to call so loudly for 


another helper in the Girls' Roarding School. Rut a new need has 


arisen. We are wishire now for a trained kindersartner who shall 


take Miss RBurrage's place and leave her free to tour anc devote

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A REMARKABLE CONVERSION. — The March number of Zhe Misszonary Record of 
the Scotch United Presbyterian Church reports the conversion and baptism of a high- 
caste Brahman priest at Oodeypore, on December 11 last. His name is Dervaki 
Nandan. His family were Kulins, which is of the highest Brahmanical order, his 
grandfather having been chief priest of Assam. These high-caste Brahmans are 
‘regarded with greatest reverence and fear. Dervaki’s father was for a time in high 
official position in Assam in connection with the government. Dervaki himself was 
born in 1861; he is familiar with a number of Indian languages, but he has spent the 
best part of hits life in the study of the Sanskrit language and literature. He says of 


himself: ‘*I am Sastri and Pundit, descendant of a high priest and a high-caste _ 


Brahman, the highest privilege which the Hindu can enjoy in his own country and 
community. I think I am the only Hindu priest in India who is both a Sastri and a 
sraduate of a university.” He was for a time professor of Sanskrit in the Anglo-Oriental 
college in Bombay. Of his religious life he says that when an orthodox Hindu he 
never thought of the loving and living God. He became an atheist for a time, after- 
ward returning to a firm belief in Hinduism. He preached the Hindu faith as an 
ascetic, and was received with utmost reverence and kindness, Hindu princes and 
Mohammedan nawabs sitting at his feet and calling him a divine prophet.. Some three 
years ago he became disgusted with the priestcraft and blackmail that reigned in the 
Hindu community. He saw the fallacies and inconsistencies of the Hindu books; he 
saw that Hindus had no proper idea of sin or holiness, no love of truth and no 
recognition of the moral attributes of God. He then began to study the Koran and 
the books of Buddha and other religions. In 1891 he heard a lecture on the divinity 
of Christ, and he immediately began to study the Bible, reading the New Testament 
no fewer than forty times and the Old Testament twice or thrice, and became convinced

of the truth of the Christian_religion. But then he asked himself: ‘Should I be so \ 


rash as to forget the love of my dear father, the fond and affectionate caresses of my 
angelic mother, the affections of my acquaintances, the friendship of my admirers, 
and moreover the superstitious but sweet reverence which a Hindu pays to a Brahman? 
Should a Sastri and Swamee — Pundit and priest — be so foolish as to bring wholesale 
disgrace upon his family by running toward§ Christianity, which is the eyesore of my 
countrymen and co-religionists?”” After a period of great doubt and hesitation, hav-
